Wer DO our farming on a thin layer of surface 
that is only from four to twelve inches 
k, even in the corn belt. Or we used te. Nowa- 
ening on some farms, we have to serape the plow 
thru the subsoil and try to make new top soil out 
of Jand that needs another thousand years of 
weathering to be fit for the job. 


Vhtil lately. few ot have realized just how 
easily this tep layer of soil can be lost. Iowa farm- 
ers, for imstance, have sometimes felt that soil 
eresion and depletion were something for folks 
in the deep south to worry about, but that lowans 
needn t be concerned. 


It is true that Iowa and her neighbors 
started out with the lion’s share of the Class 
A land in the natiom But it is also true, 
according to a new soil survey made by the 
Jowa State College, that a lot of this Class A 
land has gone down to the Gulf of Mexico 
and isn’t much use to us any more. 


Lis Survey shows that 35 per cent of Towa’s top 
has heen washed away, that the average 160- 
acre farm has lost about 247 tons of nitrogen, 82 
tons ef phosphorus and 2.046 tons of potassium, 
thrn eresion (ask your fertilizer dealer what these 

lant nutrients are worth in dollars), and that 
aheut 5.000.000 acres of Lowa land have been dam- 
ed so badly that they won't be worth much for

What can we do about it?) What ean be done 
to fix things so the little boys and girls who are 
starting to school this vear will have some top soil 
left to farm when they grow up? 

Every farmer knows the answer. Get more roll- 
ing land down to grass; adopt a rotation that will 
hold the soil and build up fertility; 
grazing of pastures; put the roughest pasture baek 
to wood-lot. As Secretary of Agriculture Henry 
Wallace says: 


stop over- 


“All of these things the average farmer 
knows well and has known for years. To 
get them done, however, means out-of- 
pocket costs, or it means shifting land out 
of cash crops, and that means some tempo- 
rary sacrifice in cash income. It is a rare 
farmer who has been able to afford that 
sacrifice any time within the past fifteen 
years.” 


The new soil conservation program is designed 
to help farmers do the things they have been want- 
ing to do for vears and haven't been able to try. 
Federal cash grants will give them a chanee to 
make a start on a program that will really build 
up the soil. 


Rebuilding the soil isnt a one-vear job. What 
is done this vear may not show very impressive 
results. But we've vot to make a start if we want 
the corn belt to hold the top ten inches of soil that 
represents the difference between starvation and 


plenty.

AAA Develops Limits for Soil-Depleting Bases; 
Some Farmers to Use Beans as Green Manure 


HE 1935 soil conservation program 

moved into the ‘tabulation and adjust- 

ment’’ phase last week. as local conmit- 
feewien practically wound up their jeb of 
Hille out work sheets. 

lhe next important step is to tetal all work 
sheet figures in each county and to make any 
adjustments necessary to bring them into line 
with offieial limits being established by the 
United States Department of Agriculture 

om census and crop report data. 

It now appears that these necessary ad just- 
wents may be somewhat smaller on the aver- 
ace than at first expeeted. In the first plaee, 
local eommitteemen made numerous prelim- 
wary modifications in the soil-depleting aere- 
ages at the time they filled ont the work 
This was partienlarly true where the 
percentage of the total farm land devoted to 
<cil-depleting erops either was abnormally 
hich or abnormally Jow. 

A seeond reason for expecting more mod- 
fyate adjustments than were at first antiel- 
pated is the faet that the assessors’ reports 
rey 1932-33, as well as 1929, will be taken into 
eousideration in establishing county limits 

om eensus figuures.

their eommitteemen have been very much in- 
terested in the average productivity index 
that would be established for each county. 
This index is a figure derived by a compari- 
son of 1925-1952 average erop vields for the 
individual county with the 1923-1932 average 
vields for the United States. Simee the Class 
I payment rate for the United States as a 
Whole has been definitely established at $10 
per acre, the productivity index really estab- 
lishes the average Class I] payment for a 
county. 

Assume, for example, that the productivity 
index in Blank county is 125 per cent of the 
national average. This means that the aver- 
age Class ] payment im Blank county can be 
125 per cent of $10 per aere, that is, $12.50 
per acre. The actual payment for the indi- 
vidual farm, of course, may vary one way or 
the other from the county average, depending 
upon how its productivity estimate compares 
with the county average. 

Indications now are that the productivity 
index for lowa as a whole will be nearly 136. 
In other words. the average Class T payment 
for lowa will be in the neighborhood of $13.60 
per acre. In some of the counties of relative- 
ly high productivity rating, the index may be 
as high as 160.) In other counties, the index 
may be only slightly above the national av 
erage. 

Coneerning the division of payments, there 
is some confusion as to what happens where 
a tenant shares the eraim erops with the land- 
Jord and pays cash rental for the hay and 
pasture land. The official ruling states that

Dishes with 
stains and scratches upon them, that 
water will not remove, mav be rubbed 
with a damp cloth dipped in pow- 
dered borax. This same operation 
Will often remove discolorations on 
chamelware, 

Water pitchers, vases and glasses 
that have water spots upon them 
may be groomed by rubbing them 
with lemon rind dipped in soda 

Plenty of scalding hot rinse water 
over the dishes after they are washed 
makes for shining dishes. The dish- 
es in the rinsing pan or rack must 
always be so placed that the inside 
of the dish receives the fresh rinse 
directly on it. If they are left to 
drain without wiping they may be 
tipped so that no water is left in 
them. 

Attractiveness is often given tothe 
appearance of the cupboard by just 
a little thought. Various pitchers 
make a much more interesting shelf 
if placed according to graded sizes. 
Placing them so is merely a matter 
of habit. Nesting pans according to 
graded sizes comes easily and pre- 
Vents that toppling, uncertain pile 
that so ruins the appearance of a 
cupboard.

A New Way to Roast 








pera time the subject of roast- 
4 ing meats comes up there are 
those who raise their evebrows at 
the new, radically different methods 
that we advise nowadays. 

We have discarded the elaborate 
roasting pans, the trick of rubbing 
with flour, the time-worn method of 
searing, even the addition of a bit 
of water to the pan. 

It used to be considered that sear- 
ng the meat was essential for “seal- 
ing in the juices” and to make brown 











eravy. But when investigating sci- 
entists got to di ig into the whys 
and the wherefores, they discovered 
that we had been working on an 
entirely wrong theory. Searing does 
not do much but use up a lt lot 
of coal or gas or electricity, and in 
addition to that it spatters the oven 
With fat. 

And what will seem to most of 
us an even more revolutionary de- 
cision is that the idea of covering 


the meat to keep it moist has been 
discarded by scientific cooks for all 
oven roasts. 

New Method Is Simple 

The new method which is recom- 
mended seems to be so simple that 
it hardly appears reasonable. You 
first select a piece of meat that is 
suitable for oven roasting. This, 
of course, means a leg, kk or shoul- 
cer of lamb or veal. a loin or fresh 
ham or shoulder of pork, or a rib or 
lump roast of beef. 

It is then necessary to weigh the 
meat so that vou will be able to ae- 
curately gauge its cooking time 
Then place it, with the fat side up, 
in any shallow, uncovered pan that 
is big enough to hold it. Add salt 
in the proportion of one teaspoon 
to one pound of meat, and slip the

Ropy Milk 
“When we draw milk from our 
ccws,” writes a small dairyman, “it 


normal in appearance 
and taste, but before the usual time 
when it would be expected to sour, it 
shows a ropy condition. When I stick 
my finger in it, the milk acts as tho 
it were stringy or ropy. What is the 
cause of this condition, and how may 
it be overcome?” 

The cause of ropy or slimy milk is 
the presence of a special organism 


appears to be 





which in some way gets into the 
milk. Like the lactic acid bacteria, 
whieh bring about the souring and 
subsequent curdling of the milk, cer- 
tain other germs, Known as ropy 
milk organisms, cause the milk to 
become. stri or ropy before it 
turns sour se ropy milk germs 
are probably always Aiabeipiae altho 
in some cases in Very small numbers, 
and the result of their action Is usu- 
allv so slight that their presence Is 
not recognized. 


When these germs, often the result 
of not keeping the milk utensils 
scrupulously clean, are present in 
large numbers, the milk may 
ropy in consistency and later on turn 
sour in the usual way, at which time 
the ropiness disappears. 

To avoid this trouble, give all milk 


become 


utensils a very thoro cleaning, fol- 
lowed by a scalding with boiling hot 


water, or, better still, seald them 
with live steam. Then dry the uten- 
sils and set them out in the direct 
rays of the sun. Also clean out the 
stable in a very thoro manner. Wipe 
off the udders of the cows, and espe- 
cially the ends of the teats, with 
warm, soapy water before each milk- 
ing, for eight or ten successive days. 


If this does not do away with the 


trouble, milk each cow separately, 
end take’ a sample of the milk of 
each. Set it away in a cool place, 
and note whether this ropiness de- 
velops in all samples. The chances 
are that it will appear only in the 
milk of one or two of the cows. In 
that case, separate the ropy milk 
cows from the remainder and give 
them special care. Wash their en- 


tire bodies with soap and water and 
place them in specially cleaned stalls, 
and note results. 

In warm weather the milk 
bacteria may sometimes be traced to 
a pool of stagnant water. Search 
cut the origin of the germs and get 


ropy 





rid of them. Infections of this sort 
are at times difficult to get rid of, 
but ordinarily the bacteria can be 
eliminated in a short time. 
No Milk for Calves 

A correspondent writes: “How 
should a three-day calf be raised 
when little or no milk is available? 
Could one buy calves from three to 


five days old and raise them without 
milk, and do it at a profit?” 
A young calf should be left with 


the dam for two or three days, to get 
the colostrum, or fore milk, to open 
up the bowels. The calf may then 


be removed from the cow, but should 
be fed (according to size) from six 
to twelve pounds of whole, warm 
milk per day, in three to four feeds, 
until it is three weeks old. By that 
time, gradually start substituting 
skim-milk for whole milk, until, at 
six Weeks, the calf gets all skim- 
milk. It will be a better calf if it 
gets milk until it is four months old. 
It is highly important that the pails 
and utensils are kept very clean, to 
avoid scours and colic. 

Where milk is not available after 
the calf is six weeks old, a mixture 
of equal parts by weight of oil meal, 
hominy feed, red-dog flour and dried 


blood is used in large dairies. One 
pound of this mixture to eight pounds 
of water makes a feed for a_ six 
weeks old calf. Start the calf on 
grain by offering shelled corn as 
soon as it will eat it. but add some 
ground oats as early as possible. As 
a calf learns to eat, let it have what 
grain it will clean up, and also feed 
ali the alfalfa hay it will clean up 
after it has had the milk or milk 


substitute feed. 

It is possible to raise calves with 
very little milk, but unless you have 
had experience do not start with 
more than two or three head.

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Supplement for Calves 


The addition of a protein supple- 
ment to a full teed of corn for fat- 
tening calves on fresh blue grass 
pasture has not been a paying propo- 
sition at the Ohio experiment station 
during the past two years. 

Home-grown calves dropped dur- 
ing October and November, that ran 
to creeps containing corn, hay and 
supplement until weaned late’ in 
April, were used in the test, con- 
ducted by Paul Gerlaugh, chief of 
the animal husbandry department. 
The calves were in excellent flesh 
and Weighed about 450 pounds when 
started on the test, about the middle 
of May. 

Both lots had access to excellent 
blue grass pasture and could go to 
the barn or to a shed at their con- 
venience. Both lots were given a 
full feed of shelled corn, and one lot 
was fed one pound of cottonseed 
meal daily per calf. 

Each of the tests continued until 
early in November. During each of 
the seasons, weather conditions were 
such that rains were sufficiently fre- 
quent to provide green grass during 
Numerous tests 
have shown that green grass runs 
higher in protein than does mature 
grass. There was little difference in 
the feed consumption of the two lots, 
whether the supplement was added 
or not. Neither was there any no- 
ticeable difference in rate of gain. 

Because the supplement cost more 
per pound than did the corn, the 
gains made by the calves ted the 
supplement Cost more than where 
shelled corn alone was fed There 
was no apparent difference in the 
finish of the two lots at the close of 
the test.

The Legume Hay Question 


After going over the latest official 
estimates, worked out for this paper 
by the Division of Crops and Live 
stock Estimates, at Washington, we 
are in no mood to worry over the 
anticipated increase in legume hay 
acreage of the United States. 

Between 1930 and 1935, according 
to the figures, there was a net loss 
of principal legumes cut for hay 
amounting to 3,087,000 acres les 
harvested in the five-year period. Ot 
course, between 1934 and 1935 some 
remarkable gains were registered 
following the drouth. 

In 1950, there were harvested for 
hay 4,078,000 acres of soybeans, les- 
pedeza and cowpeas; 11.537,000 acres 
of alfalfa. and 27,053,000 acres of 
clover and timothy. In 19385, the 
acreage of hay consisted of 5,636,000 
acres of annual legumes, 13,567,000 
acres of alfalfa and 20,578,000 acres 
of clover and timothy. The total in 
1950 was 42,668,000 acres of legume 
hay, and in 1935 it was 39.581.000 
acres. 

The alfalfa hay acreage of the 
country éxpanded by only 4.506,000 
acres in the entire fifteen vears from 
1920 to 1955. Meanwhile, in those 
fifteen vears, clover and timothy hay 
acreage declined by 14,000,000 acres. 
Apparently, all the alfalfa agitation 
for the past decade or more has not 
even tilled the gap left by the clove 
and timothy abandonment. Looking 
at these things in the long-time way, 
we get a different picture than bs 
one Vear’s emergency change. 

Noting, therefore, that clover and 


timothy received a setback which 
Was not recovered or replaced by 


any other legume or combination ot 


legumes in fifteen vears, what did 
take its place? Doubtless a litth 
inquiry into the records will show 
that corn. cotton. wheat. oats and
